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POINTS ABOUT CARBON PAPERS 


By Henry A. Maddox, 


MONGST the various types of paper 

specialties made use of in the com- 

mercial world none have developed 
so rapidly, both in improved quality and 
increased output, as carbon papers. 
Practically every business uses carbon pa- 
pers for some purpose or other, whether for 
typewriter, pencil or agate style duplicates, 
or for pen copies. The demand is so large 
and so varied that every retail or whole- 
sale stationer has dealings with the com- 
modity, but very few are intimate with the 
nature and qualities of the numerous vari- 
eties now on the market. Of all 
carbon is about the most difficult to judge; 
there are so many pitfalls and so little dis-

tinction between a good carbon and an imi- 
tation that even the most expert paper han- 
dlers readily go wrong. 

There are three main types of carbon pa- 
per—namely, pencil-carbon, pen-carbon and 
typewriting carbon. The principles of manu- 
are much the same in each case, 
special characteristics being imparted on 
suitably chosen material to meet the partic- 


facture 


ular exigencies of each grade. The old 
method of producing carbon paper (still 
largely in vogue) was to select a strong 


thin paper of close texture and fairly well 
sized with resin. A coating substance was 
then prepared from lard, soft soap or olive 
oil and cerasin wax mixed with a coloring 
matter such as lampblack, ivory black, in- 
digo, carmine, etc. The then 
smeared or brushed over with this mixture 
and heated to soak it in, after which it was 
allowed to set and the superfluous matter 


paper was 


removed. Of later years a new process 
has been introduced by means of which the 
greasy fat substance has been eliminated 


and a certain species of pure unadulterated 


substituted. The old method of hand

COL. J. H. PATTERSON. 


Father of the Founder of Office Appliances 
Passes Away at Canadian Home. 





In the person of Col. Joseph H. Patter- 
son, of 293 Echo Drive, Ottawa, Canada, 
there passed away on Saturday evening, 


22, at a local hospital, one of the 


November 
best known citizens of Ottawa and one who 
was indeed a national figure in military mat- 
ters. Colonel Patterson had been enjoying 
good health until about a week before his 
death, when he was affected by an attack of 
heart failure.
